The  work  is  peciilinr,  unirine.  "  Thoiv  aro  iiinn}' 
Bi  Imps,"  says  the  Arclihisliof);  "but  one  Cliaplain- 
General.  The  Secretary  of  State  writes  tome:  ''I 
feel  stronji^ly  that  your  loss  to  us  just  now  would  he 
almost  irreparahle."  Thus  strengthened  by  tlie 
judn^ment  of  those  wliose  position  enables  them  to 
judccc^  so  well,  I  can  but  believe  that  God  has  called 
me  distinctly  to  my  present  work,  and  that  /  have 
not  complded  it,  and  if  I  gave  it  up  thus  prematurely 
I  should  be  thwartiuij^  God's  pur]:)Ose. 

Yet,  in  full  viinv  of  your  action,  and  all  that  it 
implied,  I  felt  sliaken,  at  least  my  heart  w'ent  out 
towards  you,  while  my  judgment  bade  me  stay.  T 
tried  to  put  away  all  selfish  thoughts  and  <](\<ires.  T 
could  but  ''  connnit  my  ways  unto  the  Lord,"  know- 
ing that  He  wlio  orders  "  the  course  of  this  world  " 
for  the  good  of  His  Church  would,  according  to  His 
promise  "direct  my  path." 

I  placed  myself,  as  you  would,  I  know,  hav(^  bidden 
m(^  do,  in  the  hands  of  the  Archbishop.  He  says: 
"That  this  call  means  so  distinctly  that  you  are, 
without  the  concurrence  of  other  signs,  to  move  from 
the  War  Office  to  Nova  Scotia,  I  coul<l  never  believe.'^ 
"  I  cannot  conceive  that  vou  ar  called  to  Xova  Scotia, 
or  to  do  anything  but  to  walk  with  God  m  a  great 
office  more  activc^ly  and  closely  still."  In  accordance 
with  this  clear  decision  I  tclegraplied  at  once  to  your 
Archdeacon. 

Had  your  call,  so  unexpected  and  unsolicited, 
come  to  me  after  a  few  more  vears  of  work  for  God 
where  He  has  placed  me,  I  feel  that  I  must  have 
acted  differently,  and  recognized  the  call  as  from 
Him,  and  simply  have  bowed  my  head,  crying; 
"Here  am  T,  send  me." 

I  cannot  in  words  tell  you  the  real  pain  this  deci- 
sion lias  cost  me.  Your  kindness  and  conlidence 
will  never  be  forgotten;  it  will  ever  be  to  me  one  of

anything  else  to  any  genuine^  man.  Once  hefoic  I 
felt  this  most  intenselv,  and  tlien  o]ie  to  whom  I 
spoke  said  to  me  "  Ah,  my  hrothei'  linish  <he  verse, 
"  (^Uiicken  Thou  nie  according  ti^  'I'liy  Word."  That 
quickeniiig  grace  of  llis  ILjIy  Spirit  Goil  will  give, 
and  in  it  is  mv  trust. 

l^ijcciallv  am  I  desirous  to" thank  \'ou  rorthcunan- 
Unitv  vou  have  exhihited,  ;ind  with  a  vcin'  uratelu! 
heart  1  must  acknow!(Mlge  the  telegram  Irom  8t. 
Paul's  Tarish,  Ilalit'ax,  assuring  nu^  oi"  welcome. 
This  added  much  to  my  desire  to  come  to  vou.
